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NEWS ITEMS. 


Gerald Massey, the English poet, 
author and orator, has decided to come 
to California, and will arrive in San 
Francisco about the 12th of April. He 
will probably deliver a course of lec­ 
tures. 


The business of the Carson City 
(Nevada) M int for February was as 
follows: Total deposits, gold and sil­ 
ver, 218,886,202 ounces, valued at $423,­ 
200 30; coinage and bars executed, 
$482,716 18. 


Two of the Cuban refugees taken 
back to H avana and surrendered to 
the authorities by Capt. Deakin of the 
steamer City of New York, have been 
executed, and the third is a prisoner 
in Moro Castle. 
The jury in the case of the Grant 
Pariali (La.) prisoners found Alfred C. 
Lewis not guilty, and were unable to 
agree as to the others. The jury was 
discharged, and the prisoners rem and­ 
ed for trial on other indictments. 
It is reported that in accordance 
with instructions from her Majesty’s 
Government, an inquiry will shortly 
he held w ith respect to the British 
subjects captured on the steamer Vir- 
ginius, and shot by order of Burriel. 
The Senate Committee on Public 
Lands on Friday agreed to report fa­ 
vorably Mitchell’s hill creating a new 
land district in Oregon, to he called 
the Dalles District, with the offices of 
Register and Receiver located at the 
Dalles. 
Steady rains for forty hours in the 
vicinities of Columbus and Macon, 
Georgia, have caused the adjacent 
rivers to overflow. Several bridges 
and considerable trestle work have 
been washed away and travel is much 
delayed in consequence. 
Bernard Murphy, and Emma, his 
wife, have commenced suit against 
the street railroad company at Sacra­ 
mento to recover $20,000 damages for 
injuries sustained by Em ma, who was 
knocked down by the pole of a car and 
trampled on by the horses. 
The sawmill of Stickney & Coombs, 
at Little river, in Mendicino connty, 
was entirely destroyed by tire at 3 
o ’clock Saturday morning. The loss 
amounts to about $20,000, partly in­ 
sured. The fire is supposed to have 
been the work of an incendiary. 
The twenty-stamp mill of the Inde­ 
pendent Quartz Mining Company at 
Mineral Slide, Butte county, after a 
rest of fifteen months has started up 
again. The ledge on which the mill 
was located did not pay, but another 
has been found that turns out well. 
The following is the new Hungarian 
Ministry as recently constituted: H err 
Bitte, President of the Council; H err 
Gliyczy, M inister of Finance; H err 
Bartal, M inister of Commerce; H err 
Seapary, M inister of the Interior, and 
H err Paulo, Minister of Education. 
Gen. Sewall and his associates, who 
came out as special agents to investi­ 
gate the alleged whisky frauds, have 
reported th at Collector Sedgwick and 
his assistants are honest and efficient 
officers. They think there is a ease, 
however, against the Bay View Dis­ 
tillery.

since he was discovered. An inquest 
was held at 11 A. M. to-day, anu the 
verdict of the jury was to tjie effect 
that the deceased’s name was Ernest 
Caragnelli, aged 37, a native of Picardy, 
France, and that he came to his death 
from the blows of a club in the hands 
of some person unknown. One wit­ 
ness testified that on Wednesday af­ 
ternoon the deceased, in company witli 
an Irishman, name unknown, came 
to his cabin on the Uvas and stated 
that ho had just been paid $78 for 
chopping wood and was going below 
to look for another job. The next 
morning he was discovered in an in­ 
sensible condition on the hanks of the 
creek, a mile and a half from the cabin 
spoken of. His head was found to he 
terribly bruised, and the blood was 
oozing from his ears. Above him was 
a hank seventy feet in hight, at the 
lop of which a iicavy manzunita club, 
an inch and a half in thickness and 
four feet in length, was discovered, 
the larger end being covered with 
blood. The Irishman had evidently 
knocked the Frenchmau senseless, 
robbed him of the money and then 
thrown the body over the bank. The

W a s h in g t o n , March 23d. 
Euttrell will to-morrow offer a reso­ 
lution directing the Postmaster-Gen­ 
eral to suspend all payments on ac­ 
count of the Pacific Coast m ail con­ 
tracts of Barlow,

others who he alleges are drawing 
money from the departm ent in ad­ 
vance of the fulfillment of their con­ 
tracts.

It is ex­ 
pected to he followed by a joint reso­ 
lution authorizing the President to 
appoint a Commission to codify the 
laws and recommend any amend­ 
ments necessary to perfect a consistent 
system. 
If the Pacific Railroad Committee 
fails in its pending efforts to effect an 
agreement w ith the Union Pacific 
Railroad, it will recommend legisla­ 
tion compelling the company to pay 
taxes on the lands already entered. 
They have escaped taxation hitherto 
because the Interior Departm ent hold­ 
ing that the road was not yet com­ 
pleted, has not issued its land patents 
and the Railroad Company refuses to 
pay taxes until it receives patents.

A Growing Industry. 


An article in the Bulletin, a few 
months since, descriptive of the fruit- 
preserving 
establishment 
recently 
erected in San Lorenzo, led to much 
inquiry whether the right to use the 
process could he secured for fruit­ 
growers in other parts of the State, 
in answer to numerous letters, the in­ 
ventor, Charles Alden, lias arrived in 
California, and a company has been 
organized in this city, called “The 
Alden Fruit Preserving Company of 
California,” office at 402 Montgomery 
street. Officers have been chosen as 
follows: G. W. Deitzier, President; 
W. M. W herry, Vice-President; Frank 
Pyle, Secretary and Superintendent. 
These officers, associated with John 
Hewston, Jr., and Thomas Colo, are 
the Directors, and they are now pre­ 
pared to furnish machinery for fac­ 
tories in any portion of the State re­ 
quired, and the right to use the pro­ 
cess. It is an advantage to have the 
factory in the neighborhood of the or­ 
chards, as the transportation and con­ 
sequent injury of the fruit is thereby 
avoided. 
The Alden products, though only of 
recent introduction, have reached a 
high standard as articles of commerce, 
and the demand for them is rapidly 
increasing in this country and in 
Europe. 
The fifty factories which 
have been in operation in the Eastern 
States, during the past season, have 
been unable to supply the demand, 
and a number of car-loads of these 
products were sent East this winter, 
upon orders, by Messrs. 
Littlefield, 
Webb & Co., the agents in this city, 
who are constantly receiving orders 
for more from Chica?o, England, and 
the islands of the Pacific Ocean, which 
cannot he filled, the supply having 
been exhausted. There seems to be 
no danger of overstocking the market, 
and several new factories will he put 
in operation in California, this Spring. 
The Alden process promises to he of 
incalculable value to our State, as it 
will open a new field for our fruit­ 
growers, and enable them to utilize 
every pound of their fruit, even to the 
cores and skins. 
The product may he shipped to any 
portion of the world, and ere long 
California fruits may become as popu­ 
lar in foreign markets as her wheat 
now is. The substitution of fruit for 
wheat would do much to preserve the 
richness of the soil, which wheat rap­ 
idly impoverishes. California raisins 
have not, as yet, acquired a very high 
reputation, hut these prepared by this 
process are among the best, while the 
cost and tim e of curing are greatly 
less. The raisin lias the real grape 
flavor, and is perfectly clean. As 
grape-growing for the manufacture of 
wine lias not proved profitable in Cal­ 
ifornia, it is probable that the raisin 
business will in a measure take the 
place of this branch of industry in our 
State. Mr. Harwood, of Santa Clara 
county, anil other large grape growers, 
have recently paid much attention to 
the cultivation of the raisin grape, 
and in some cases whole vineyards of 
the wine grape have been grafted with 
a variety suitable for raisins, which, 
as well as Zante currants, prunes, 
plums, and apricots, have a market 
value the world over, and do not need 
the advertising and pushing necessary 
to establish a new brand of wines. 
The Alden process is equally valua- 
bltHlbr preparing vegetables,such as to­ 
matoes, potatoes, onions, beets, string 
beans, corn, etc.; also, tobacco, hops, 
chiceory, medicinal herbs, etc. The 
vegetables prepared by this process 
are used in large quantities by our 
arm y and navy, and are now being in­ 
troduced into the armies and navies of 
other governments, and there seems 
to he no room to doubt that these pro­ 
ducts will, ere long, take the place of 
the canned goods,being better,sweeter, 
and cheaper. It would probably be 
profitable for the people of California 
to resusicate their neglected orchards 
and vineyards and plant raisin grapes, 
Zante currants, prunes, plunis, and 
apricots—fruits which cannot he suc­ 
cessfully raised east of the Rocky 
Mountains.—[Bulletin.

A New Kind of Competition. 


H igh freight tariffs, competition, 
etc., are engrossing so m uch attention 
th a t the following from the Denver 
News will be appreciated: 
The Union Pacific have put on a 
line of wagons draw n by oxen between 
Cheyenne and Longm ont. 
A round 
trip can be m ade in from seven to 
eight days and the present daily ca­ 
pacity of the line is, as we learn, from 
fo ur to five tons a day. The object is 
to try and force the Denver Pacific to 
give a pro rate on Union Pacific freight, 
and which is refused because the Un­ 
ion Pacific in turn will not give a 
western connection. 
It seems th at the 
ox-line business will not stop here. 
W e understand th at the K ansas Pa­ 
cific proposes to put on a sim ilar line 
between 
Denver and Central and 
Georgetown to run opposition to the 
Colorado Central. This is w hat m ight 
be term ed fighting the devil witli fire. 
If an ox-line from Cheyenne to Long­ 
m ont can succeed, it is more than cer­ 
tain that an ox-line in the m ountains 
w ill; and especially since the Kansas 
Pacific have control of the freight at 
this end of the line. 
If this should be 
«lone it will be another dem onstration 
of the extrem e rivalry existing be­ 
tween these two roads, and all growing 
out of the one fact th at the Union Pa­ 
cific persists in violating its charter 
and refuses to give a western connec­ 
tion to the Denver and K ansas Pacific 
roads. 
If the railroad com panies can play 
this kind of a gam e and fight each 
other w ith ox-trains, it is possible that 
the same kind of tactics may be 
brought to bear against them . Our 
up-country friends who are dissatisfied 
w ith the high rates charged on the 
railroads and whose freight only re­ 
quires transportation a short distance, 
can put on ox or mule trains and fairly 
run the iron horse off the track. 
It 
would be am using if the weapons used 
by the railroad com panies against 
each other should in the end be turned 
against themselves. 


How to Make the Vineyard Prof­ 
itable. 


The difficulties under w hich wine 
m aking is 
struggling has induced 
those interested in vineyards to look 
around for some m eans of increasing 
th e profits of 
viniculture. 
O'. D. 
Brooks, in the R ural Press, gives his 
experience in m aking raisins, and it 
is possible th at this branch of the bus­ 
iness m ay bring back to our grape- 
growers the money they have invested. 
H e says: 
“ I have seen several inquiries in the 
Rural for inform ation in regard to 
raisins. I send you a sam ple of those 
I raise and cure. The raisins are made 
from the “ M alaga Muscat,’’ or Muscat 
of Alexandria; and, after a long and 
close investigation, I am satisfied in 
m y own m ind th at this is the raisin 
of commerce, and no other grape will 
m ake a raisin at all, but will simply 
be dried grapes when cured, except the 
“ Royal M uscadine,” which makes a 
fair raisin, though sm aller and seed 
larger. I have had several hundred 
boxes of these raisins in m arket the 
last two years, and have had m any 
letters of com m endation and inquiry 
in regard to them . 
“ I find it to be a profitable business. 
They have brought in the .San Fran­ 
cisco m arket this W inter, fifteen cents 
per pound, w'liolesale. I am extending 
m y vineyard of them every year; 
grow them on hill-slopes. 
W hat cut­ 
tings I don’t use I have been giving 
away for several years. I paid twelve 
dollars per hundred for the first I set, 
and then cultivated for raisins. The 
habit of the grape will have to be 
closely observed by the cultivator. 
“I have been prom pted to write these 
lines because it is tbo bad for a person 
to set out vineyards for raisins, and 
cultivate them for four years, and then 
have nothing but dried grapes, th a t 
he can hardly sell at any price.” 


Those Perfect Codes. 


T h e comforts flowing from careless 
and hasty legislation are pleasantly 
illustrated by the recent decision of 
the Supreme Court declaring the un­ 
constitutionality of th at portion of 
the Codes which delegates to the State 
Board of Equalization the right to fix 
the rate of taxation in certain cases. 
The attention of the Commissioners 
was called to this m atter at the tim e, 
and one of the mem bers of the com­ 
mission held th at tiie section was un­ 
constitutional, and did his best to have 
the m atter more thoroughly exam in­ 
ed, but he was overborne by the others, 
who not content w ith hastily over­ 
ruling his better judgm ent, sharply 
criticised him in the public prints. 
The Codes were then rushed hastily 
through the Legislature, and we have 
lately seen the glorification of Mr. 
Haym ond over their perfection. It is 
unfortunate for him th at the decision 
of the Suprem e Court follows so close­ 
ly upon his comparison of the work of 
the commission, w ith the Codes of 
Justinian, but it will we hope, be a 
lesson our legislators will not soon 
forget.

A Kansas Horror. 


A correspondent of the Chicago 2Vi- 
bunc, w riting from Topeka, Kansas, 
March 3d, says: 
Since the Bender horror in Labette 
county was discovered there has been 
nothing that so m uch excited the peo­ 
ple of this com m unity as an atrocity 
th at came to lig h t last night in this 
city. A whole fam ily—father, m other 
and son—by the name of Olds were 
were arrested on suspicion of having 
murdered a neighbor nam ed Daniel 
Ferris. 
H e kept a grocery and provis­ 
ion store o n 'S ix th avenue, near the 
east side of the city, and was carrying 
on a thriving trade. H e slept in his 
store and scarcely ever left, doing his 
own cooking and having few intim ate 
acquaintances in the city. 
He was a 
very prudent dealer and was generally 
believed to have a good deal of money. 
Fred Olds, th e son, who is about 
seventeen years of age, has not done 
any work this W inter, and was known 
to be w ithout money. H is being flush 
for several days past excited the sus­ 
picions of the neighbors and Mr. Cot­ 
trell inform ed J. M. Hightshoe, a 
relative of the deceased, th at Ferris 
had not been seen around his place of 
business for th e past two days, and 
that he had better look into the m at­ 
ter. 
Mr. H ightshoe, on receiving this 
word called on officer Streeter and 
with Sheriff W ade, M arshal H annon 
and Deputy Sheriff Davis, went to the 
store of Mr. Ferris, which they found 
in possession of Frank Olds and his 
son Fred. These men, who are well 
known in this city and who have been 
seen carrying goods away from the 
place at various tim es during the past 
two days, as stated by persons living 
in the vicinity, on being questioned 
by the officers, said that b orris had 
gone E ast on th e night train for the 
purpose of getting m arried and would 
be back in two or three days. This 
was denied by Mr. H ightshoe as an 
impossible th in g to happen; for he 
felt sure if such had been the intention 
of Ferris it would have been com m u­ 
nicated to him. 
On further question­ 
ing the Oldses they m ade contradictory 
statem ents, saying th at Ferris had 
gone South to rem ain some tim e, and 
in short, so conducted themselves that 
they were arrested and locked up in 
the county jail. 
The officers then pro­ 
ceeded to search the premises and after 
a short tim e it was shown tliut their 
fears were well grounded; for it took 
but a short tim e to look through the 
place and to find blood on th e stairw ay 
leading to the cellar. The exam ina­ 
tion w as continued by digging in two 
or three places in the earth, and under 
a pile of potatoes which were there 
and covered about a foot deep the dead 
body was found, but it was not dis­ 
turbed, just enough of one arm being 
uncovered to show the officers they 
were right. 
Coroner Sheldon was at once called 
to the scene, and sum m oning a jury 
proceeded to th e fearful task of un­ 
earthing the rem ains. After removing 
the potatoes and digging down about 
a foot the corpse was lifted from the 
place where th e villains who commit- 
led the bloody deed had hidden it and 
brought up into the storeroom. 
An 
exam ination showed th at Mr. Ferris 
had been shot through the head and 
had his throat cut alm ost from ear to 
ear, and was buried in this shallow 
hole w ith all bis clothes on. The ball 
had entered th e left side of the face 
just below the temple and gone clean 
through the head, com ing out a little 
lower on the left side than where it 
entered on the right. An exam ination 
of the store showed a hole in the plas­ 
tering with blood scattered around, 
where it is probable th at the bullet 
struck. 
¡Several witnesses were examined, 
after which th e suspected murderer, 
Fred Olds, was next placed upon the 
witness stand, and his testim ony occu­ 
pied the tim e from three o’clock till 
dark. Your correspondent never saw 
so m uch nerve exhibited by a hard­ 
ened crim inal as is possessed by this 
slight stripling of seventeen. H e was 
led to the side of the corpse and asked 
if lie could identify the murdered man. 
He answered, “ Yes, I can; th at is 
David Ferris.” 
The Doctor took hold 
of the head w hile he stood close to the 
body, and suddenly pulled it to one 
side, exposing the horrible gaping 
wound in the neck to his view, but he 
never quailed nor moved a muscle. 
He has red lialr and cold gray eyes, 
and his face is somewhat freckled. He 
said th at he had visited the theater on 
Friday night, and afterwards visited 
several saloons in company w ith sev­ 
eral young companions; told how 
m any drinks and cigars he had taken, 
howr much money he had spent for 
them and how m uch he afterw ards lost 
at cards w ith an indifference that 
would have done credit to the hero of 
a hundred m urders. 
bounty A ttorney Ryan trapped him 
into m aking several inconsistent state­ 
m ents; but he would try to explain 
w ithout even for a m om ent losing his 
presence of m ind. He identified the 
gun and boots as belonging to him, 
and explained th at he had taken the 
gun to the store and left it there sev­ 
eral days before for the purpose of 
trading with a young m an who had 
sometimes visited the store. 
H e de­ 
nied being an y place where he could 
have got fresh blood on his boots. His 
shirt sleeve had a large spot of blood 
on it which he had evidently tried to 
wash out. 
H e claim ed that it was 
stained w ith tobacco juice. The store 
was closed all day Friday, yet he 
claimed th at he had been in the store 
and contracted w ith Ferris th at day at 
twelve o’clock, and had received tweii- 
ty-five dollars from him to replenish 
the supplies of the store, and he had 
m et him again th at night about eight 
o’clock, near the store, in company 
w ith a strange m an. 
H e said that 
Ferris told him that he was going 
East on the night train, and wanted 
him to take charge of the store in the 
m orning. H is story was very thin, 
and he kept contradicting him self and 
m aking m atters worse every tim e he 
tried to better it. 
About six o’clock 
Judge H aulback came into court, and 
appeared as counsel for tne witness, 
and told him to refuse answ ering any 
more questions. H is testim ony was 
then read to him, and lie corrected it 
in a num ber of particulars; but, under 
the advice of his counsel, refused to 
sign his nam e to it. 
The Court then adjourned till nine 
o’clock to-morrow morning, when the 
inquest will be renewed, w ith Frank 
Olds, the father of this precoeious 
monster, on the stand. The old m an 
runs an express wagon, and has al­ 
ways been considered an honest, in ­ 
dustrious citizen. 
Public sentim ent is 
undecided as to his guilt or innocence, 
but it hardly seems possible th at he 
has no guilty knowledge of the deed. 


The following atrocious paragraph 
appears in an exchange: “ Dorothy 
W illiams, of W yoming, started to 
walk three miles to church the other 
Sunday, and they found her torn into 
about fifty pieces, the result of m eeting 
a bear whose moral character w’as at a 
low state.’’________________

The Constantine sails this afternoon. 
Strawberries are in the m arket at 
three bits per pound. 
Work on the Co-operative Compa­ 
ny’s wharf at W ilmington is progress­ 
ing satisfactorily. 
Rev. Polidore Stockman is to be or­ 
dained Priest in the Catholic Church 
this morning at half-past 10. 
We are under obligations to A. W. 
Potts, County Clerk, for a copy of the 
Great Register of Los Angeles county. 
A large turtle, said to weigh some­ 
thing over a hundred pounds graces 
the sidewalk in front of a Main street 
saloon. 
Riverside is to have a telegraph con­ 
nection with the outside world. The 
W estern Union Telegraph Company 
is now forwarding materials for build­ 
ing the line. 
John J. Reynolds informs us that he 
found a shawl yesterday on the road 
between Capt. W inston’s and Titus’ 
places. 
The owner can find it at 
Fleishm an’s. 
George Hinds, beside supplying the 
citizens of Wilmington anu the Pacific 
Mail steamers with fresh meats, ships 
largely of dressed beef and m utton to 
San Francisco. 
By reference to our advertising col­ 
umns It will be seen that “ Jeems 
Pipes ” speaks his piece and sings his 
songs at the Theater on Saturday eve­ 
ning. W e hope to see a crowded 
house to greet him. Programmes will 
be issued to-morrow. 
A mammoth turtle on the sidewalk 
in front of Stedman’s saloon has been 
attracting the attention of the curious, 
but on Saturday it will disappear from 
view in the shape of soups and steaks 
for the enjoyment of the patrons of 
this excellent saloon. 
The Board of Directors of the Grange 
Co-operative Company will hold a 
meeting in the hall of the Los Angeles 
Grange on Tuesday at 1 o’clock r. M. 
The stockholders will meet at the same 
tim e and place for the purpose of ad­ 
vising with the Board. 
The steamer Orizaba will sail for 
San Francisco to-morrow. Passengers 
from this city will leave the depot at 
11 o’clock A. M. It was at first an­ 
nounced that she would sail to-day, 
but her departure has been necessarily 
postponed, and the traveling public 
will please make a note of it. 
J. W. Dunbar, the dispenser of 
liquid delight at the Clarendon, secur­ 
ed th« largest specimen of the pcle- 
canu8 onocrotalus yesterday we ever 
saw—measuring eleven feet from tip 
to tip. The bird is intended as the 
nucleus of a museum, and will be kept 
on exhibition as a monument to Mr. 
D.’s accuracy as a marksman, he hav­ 
ing knocked this rarci avis over with a 
stone at the distance of about twenty 
yards. It might as well be mentioned, 
however,that previously Paul Shelters, 
of the Five-mile House had filled the 
bird about half iull of No. 4 shot, and 
a San Bernardino freight team or two 
had passed over it—leaving it pretty 
essentially dead before Jim found it. 
But the shot was a good one, and it is 
far from our purpose to detract from 
his honors by contradicting his oft re­ 
peated story of last evening that he 
was the veritable slayer. 


The Plaza. 


If it be in order, we would call the 
attention of our City Fathers to the 
present dismantled condition of our 
plaza. Like Mark Twain’s “Baalbec,” 
it is a most magnificent ruin. The 
fence is down in some places, the 
ground is overgrown with rank weeds 
and the fountain is very nearly in that 
E 
oetical state of dilapidation described 
y Hood: 


“ The fountain was a-dry—neglect and tim e 
Had m arred the work of artisan and mason, 
And efts and croaking frogs, begot of slim e, 
Sprawled in the ruin d basin.” 
This state of affairs may be very ro­ 
m antic and all that, but it does not 
conduce to the credit of a city visited 
annually by thousands of people from 
every part of the world. 
Let us have a small appropriation 
to improve the plaza, and thus add to 
the good looks, health and happiness 
of Los Angeles. 


Temperance Lectures. 


We have received a note from Dr. 
Haskell of San Francisco asking us to 
note the fact that he will lecture in 
this city on Sunday, April 19th. The 
Doctor has been lecturing up the coun­ 
try, and seems to have made a favor­ 
able impression. At Grass Valley he 
has been very favorably received, as 
the following from the Union of the 
20th will testify: 
Dr. Haskell continues to amuse, en­ 
tertain and instruct large audiences 
here. His lectures are delivered at the 
Methodist church, and each lecture is 
better than the preceding one. His 
audiences 
therefore 
increase 
each 
night. Dr. Haskell is not the fanatic 
that many suppose him to be, although 
he is very thoroughly in earnest on 
the subject Df temperance and reform. 
He has charity, good will and good 
feeling for those who are commoniy 
denounced as sinners. 
He wants the 
sinners to attend his talks. 
He is not 
going to pass them by on the other 
side. 


The Goodall, Nelson & Perkins Line. 


The steamers of this line have now 
for some time been making regular 
trips between our port of W ilmington 
and San Francisco, and are rapidly 
growing into fuvor. The Monterey is 
the first steamer of any line to make 
regular trips from the wharf, thus ob­ 
viating the necessity of lighterage. 
The company is doing all in its power 
to accommodate the public, and their 
steamers are being improved so as to 
bring them fully up to the require­ 
ments of the trade. The Santa Bar­ 
bara Index learns from Mr. Wolfson, 
the agent of the line at that place that 
the Ventura and W yanda are now in 
the docks at San Francisco and are 
being altered by the putting in of 
powerful compound engines with su­ 
per-heater boilers. These vessels are 
to be finished in about two months 
from this time, and a guarantee has 
been entered into that they will run 
from San Francisco to Santa Barbara 
in twenty hours, with a saving of 35 
per cent of fuel and gaining 16 pt?r 
cent in speed. 
We have been informed that the 
name of the W yanda will be changed, 
and that out of compliment to our 
city, she will on her return to service 
be christened the “ Los Angeles.” This 
will no doubt commend her to the 
favor of our people and help to con­ 
vince them that the line is u perma­ 
nent one. 


The Cold Water Campaign. 


The lady eold-waterites assembled 
at the I. Ó. G. T. Hall last evening 
for the purpose of perfecting their or­ 
ganization and adopting plans for 
further operations. 
The gentlemen 
were invited to participate in the 
meeting. 
Mrs. Lawyer Hubhell was called to 
the chair, and the meeting was opened 
with prayer by Rev. Dr. Lucky. 
The Secretary’s husband read the 
minutes of the previous meeting, after 
which the discussion of the style of 
pledge to be adopted was begun. The 
last meeting voted against a total ab­ 
stinence pledge, and the sentiment of 
this meeting seemed to be in favor of 
total abstinence. 
Mrs. DuBois moved the adoption of 
a total abstinence pledge. She thought 
we m ight as well attem pt to dam the 
Niagara as to carry on a temperance 
movement with any less radical plat­ 
form than total abstinence. 
The motion prevailed. The gentle 
men present were then asked to show 
their hands on the no-liquor question, 
and did so. A majority voted in favor 
of cold water and a few kept their 
seats. 
The election of permanent otticers 
being considered next in order, nom­ 
inations for President were received. 
The temporary President,who was ab­ 
sent, being opposed to the total absti­ 
nence pledge, it was thought that she 
would not accept the position of per­ 
manent President under the new order 
of things. Mrs. Hubbell was nomi­ 
nated but declined. 
Several others 
were nominated and also declined, 
when Mrs. Hubbell was again nomi­ 
nated and was this time elected, the 
Secretary, Mrs. Gillette, puttiug the 
motion. 
Mrs. Hubbell suggested two Vice­ 
Presidents to share the responsibilities 
of the Presidential office- 
Mrs. Du­ 
Bois and Mrs. Yarnell were elected 
Vice-Presidents. 
Dr. Lucky called on the Secretary 
for the objects of the organization as 
set forth by the former meeting. 
Mrs. Gillette stated that there were 
no plans adopted any further than 
what appeared on the minutes. 
Mr. Gillette stated that the gentle­ 
men present, many of whom were 
members of secret temperance organ­ 
izations, were ready and willing to 
participate in the meeting; but desired 
that the ladies should take the lead. 
Judge Widney thought there wns 
lack of deliberation; there appeared to 
be no plan of operations. If the pray­ 
ing crusade was to be carried on here 
as it had been in the East, then the 
ladies must preparo to face the music 
and commence work in earnest. If it 
was to be simply another temperance 
organization, he saw7 no reason why 
all could not join the temperance or­ 
ders now7 in operation and thus save 
the trouble of starting the machinery 
of another. He favored the appoint­ 
ment of a committee to prepare a plan 
of action. 
Mr. Gillette did not think it advisa­ 
ble to carry on the work here as it had 
been carried on in the East. A can­ 
vas of this city some time since devel­ 
oped the fact that there were one hun­ 
dred and twenty places within the 
city lim its where intoxicating liquors 
were sold as a beverage. Reports trom 
District Judges and District Attorneys 
throughout the State showed that the 
almost universal cause of crime as de­ 
veloped in the courts was intoxicating 
liquors, while the Physician-in-Chief 
of the Asylum at Stockton gave in as 
evidence that ninety-eight per cent 
of the insane under his charge were 
made so by strong drink. 
Rev. Mr. (Jamnbell, of the Metho­ 
dist Church South, thought that if we 
stopped to argue with the devil he 
would get the best of us, hence he fa­ 
vored total abstinence. He had great 
faith in prayer and thought that the 
ladies should organize, pray, and ask 
men to sign the total 
abstinence 
pledge. 
Public opinion was to be 
manufactured, and when once formed 
nothing could withstand its influence. 
Mrs. Widney thought that there 
were many ladies who could and would 
engage in the work, but th at the cir­ 
culation of the pledge and the creation 
of a healthy public sentiment was 
much preferable to visiting the sa­ 
loons. 
Mr. Reed favored the canvassing of 
the city by squads of ladies w ith 
pledges that should range from six 
months to life. 
Dr. Lucky favored a few more pub­ 
lic meetings. The people needed stir­ 
ring up. The ministers should devote 
Sunday evenings to the temperance 
question. 
Mr. Yarnell moved that Dr. Lucky 
and Misses Hubbell and Spencer be 
appointed a committee to draft a 
pledge and present it to the meeting. 
The motion prevailed and the com­ 
mittee after deliberation presented the 
following pledge: 
“ I hereby pledge my sacred honor 
that I will not make, bny, sell, fur­ 
nish, or cause to be furnished to others 
as a beverage any spirituous or m alt 
liquors, wine or cider.” 
On motion the ladies are to hold a 
meeting at Good Templar Hall on 
Friday afternoon at 1 o’clock, for the 
purpose of perfecting their plans and 
getting ready for work. The ladies at 
the meeting next Friday are also to 
make arrangements for another pub­ 
lic meeting, invite speakers, etc. 


Meeting of the Chamber of Commerce. 


The Directors of the Chamber of 
Commerce pursuant to a call for spe­ 
cial meeting, met last night, in the 
office of the District Judge. The Di­ 
rectors present were Messrs. 8. Lazard, 
H. W. Heilman, M. J Newmark, P. 
Beaudry, Dr. J. S. Griffin and J. W. 
Lord. 
President Lazard took the chair 
shortly after 8 o’clock and called the 
meeting to order. 
The President then stated that he 
had conferred with Mr. Cox of the Pa­ 
cific Mail Line, and that that gentle­ 
man had signified his intention to 
have the Panama steamers touch at 
any one of our adjacent harbors which 
would furnish sulHcient capacity. 
R. C. Jacobs from the new mines 
at Panam int was then introduced to 
the Board by Mr. Newmark. Mr. 
Jacobs gave a most favorable account 
of the new mines in question together 
with their advantages for working, al­ 
most exhaustless resources and easy 
access. 
He stated that witli $2,500 or 
$3,000 at his command he would guar­ 
antee to have the six miles of road 
necessary for opening communication 
with these mines ready for travel 
within six meeks,. 
Mr. Newmark then offered the fol­ 
lowing series of resolutions which 
were carried by unanimous vote: 
Whereas, From information brought 
before this Chamber it appears that 
the new mines of Panamint are devel­ 
oping great wealth and that they are of 
sufficient extent to sustain a large 
population, and 
Whereas, it is believed that direct 
communication with 
Los Angeles 
would secure to this city and county 
great commercial advantages with 
that mining district and in order to 
complete which communication it is 
necessary to open and construct a 


wagon road a distance of about six 
miles, and which could be completed 
at a comparative small cost and in a 
short time it is therefore 
Resolved, That the Los 
Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce endorses the 
application of 
R. C. Jacobs and 
hereby appeals to the citizens of this 
city and county to subscribe such 
funds as may be required to complete 
said road. 
Resolved, That a committee of three 
be appointed from the Directors of this 
Chamber to assist Mr. Jacobs in solic­ 
iting such subscriptions. 
Resolved, That the newspapers of 
this city and county be requested to 
publish these resolutions. 
Mr. Newmark, Dr. Griffin and H. J. 
Heilman were appointed as commit 
tee mentioned in the resolutions. 
On motion of Mr. Newmark it was 
voted that the Chamber subscribe one 
hundred dollars towards the building 
of this road. 
Dr. Griffin'stated that several gen 
tlemen engaged in the culture of semi 
tropical fruits had requested him to 
lay before the Board the subject of 
opening correspondence with the Ag­ 
ricultural Department at Washington 
for the purpose of securing new and 
improved varieties of fruits adapted to 
this section, with the best methods of 
culture, etc. 
Mr. Newmark said that R. J. Rose 
is intending to go East soon, and sug­ 
gested that he be requested to act as 
a committee to attend to this matter 
for the Chamber. 
Motion was then made to this effect 
and carried. 
Mr. Newmark was appointed a com­ 
m ittee to prepare letters and creden­ 
tials for Mf. Rose. 
The name of J. Bixley was proposed 
for membership in the Chamber and 
passed by a full vote. 
President Lazard then stated that 
the Chamber of Commerce of Han 
Francisco is desirous of securing copies 
of resolutions passed by this Chamber 
and of noting our various actions, for 
the purpose of working in conjunction 
with us in our efforts for the develop­ 
ment of this section. 
After some informal discussion the 
Board adjourned.

All surplus shall be loaned on good and suf­ 
ficient security ion reul estate) to form a “ per­ 
m an en t reserve fund,” the interest on which 
annually reverts to members in the form of an 
abatem ent of assessments. 
In case of death, we send a notice to each 
mem ber. We shall have agents in each town 
to receive the assessm ents and save mem bers 
the trouble of sending direct to the Secretary. 
The Association, as well as its funds, is under 
the control o fa Board of eleven Directors, who 
are elected annually by the m em bers of 
the Association ; it is also incorporated un­ 
der the Civil Code of tlie State, which code 
does not allow any funds to be used for pur­ 
poses other th an set forth in the By-Laws, 
while the Secretary and Treasurer are re­ 
quired to give heavy bonds for the fulthful 
performance o f their duties. 
The Urtieers and Directors of the Association 
receive no com pensation whatever for their 
services, except the Secretary, who is simply 
paid lor keeping the books of the Association, 
and the Treasurer. 
All mem bers will be allowed the sam e inter­ 
est on money standing to their credit th at the 
funds of the Association draw, and they can 
deposit such am ounts as they may desire on 
advance paym ents or as an endow m ent fund 
for future years w ithout risk or forfeiture, 
w hether one or more deposit. 
The Association is designed to save money, 
not to spend it. None will feel poorer for Ih;- 
longing to it, w hile m any will bless the day 
th a t their father, m other, husband, or brother 
Joined it.

A Life Paym ent secures a life m em bership, 
and relieves a person from any further pay­ 
m ents except the one dollar assessm ent on 
the death or any m em ber. The annual divi­ 
dend of Life Members will be applied to can­ 
cel the one dollar assessments. 
A nnual paym ents continue through life. 
The annual dividend to those m aking the an­ 
nual paym ents will be applied first to cancel 
the annual paym ents und afterwards to caii- 
cel'the one dollar assessm ents. 
Persons are allowed to choose between ordi­ 
nary m em bership and Life Membership. Life 
Members m ake no annual payments.

Persons taking a life m em bership can pay 
one-fourth of the required amount a t the time 
of m aking application and the balance in 
ninety duys a t one per cent, per m onth inter­ 
est. 
The interest on the Reserve Fund is distri­ 
buted annuul ly am ong the members as a divi­ 
dend, according to the length of tim e each 
person lias been a m em ber—mem bers of five 
years’ standing receiving five times as much 
as members of one year’s standing. 
Do nutconfouiul us with life insurance. We 
are a “ Protective Association.” We do busi­ 
ness in a different way—in part for the same 
purpose, but for one-fifth the expense to m em ­ 
bers, who receive ail the benefit.
